• Acknowledge the amendments to the claims and the response by the appHcants to the office 
action dated July 02, 2003. Claims 1-49 and 54-80 are currently pending with the application. 

• Attempts to condition the application for allowance by negotiating with Mr. George Ng did 
not materialize. See the attached interview summary (PTOL -413B). 

• Claims 1-49, 54-56 and 72-74 are directed to a process for producing an electrode material 
and a process for producing electrode structural body. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), claims 77-80, directed to 
the process of making or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined.
